The School Board accepted |: 
the low bid, subject to ap- 
proval by the architect, Smith, 
Powell & Morgridge of Los 
Angeles. 


A total of 13 bids was sub- 
mitted to the School Board. 
The highest was $46,536. 


‘R. R. Coghlan, represent- 
ing the architectural firm, 
said special attention would 
be paid toward obtaining a 
good quality of cement plas- 
tering to prevent cracking 
and resulting water leaks. 

He commented that all of 
Southern California is exper- 
iencing problems along this 
line of construction. The Bal- 
dy View School itself has prob- 
lems of cracking walls and 
wetter damage. 

The Board also voted $130 
to correct a ‘‘water condi- 
tion’’ on the north wall of the 
North Kindergarten and the 
east end or supply room.

Elementary School Auditor- 
ium. 

Harold W. Cook, District 
ed that the 19-year-old chairs 
Superintendant told the board 
that the 19-year-old chairs 
needed minor repairs.

Upland Pupils 


Upland Elementary pupils are above the national 
average in reading, arithmetic, and language. 

Don Shattuck, school counselor, told the Elemens 
tary Board members Tuesday night that achievement 
tests show this standing. 

All three elementary schools and the Junior High 
School pupils in grades 3, 4, 5, 6, and 8 took California 
Achievement Tests this year. 

Grade 3 was at a level of 3.4; grade 4 at a level 
of 5.0; grade 5 at a level of 5.9; grade 6 at a level of 7.1; 
and grade 8 at a level of 8.5. 


The tests were compiled on the basis of 65,000 
children as the normal level. 


Grade 7 was omitted because it is a transition level, 
and to save money for the district.

Dr. Cosby, associate clini- 
cal professor of cardiology at 
University of Southern Cali- 
fornia, is a graduate of Har- 
vard Medical School, took ad- 
vance training in England 
and served in the Medical 
Corps in World War II. 

He stressed the phenomenal 
advances made in the past 
20 years in cardiac surgery, 
methods of diagnosis, use of 
the artificial heart-lung 
pump, cardiac examination 


by the use of recently invent-' 


ed nylon catheter, and hydro- 
thermal techniques. 

He also stated that it is 
now known that six percent 
of our children are suffering 
from congenital heart disease, 
while approximately one per- 
cent of known cases were re- 
ported two decades ago, not 
indicating an increase but bet- 
ter diagnostic methods of the 
present. 

He also foresaw for the 
future, great strides in the 
treatment and perhaps cure 
of coronary difficulties which 
beset those approaching or in 
middle life, especially relat- 
ing to colesterol deposits in 
the blood vessels.

Seats For UHS 


In Bid Call 


Three thousand: five hun- 
dred bleacher seats will be 
installed early in 1959 at the 
Upland High School stadium, 
an increase of 500 seats over 
the original plan. 

Chaffey Union High School 
District Board of Trustees is 
calling for new bleacher seat 
bids providing for the 500- 
seat increase. 

The original, call for bids 
was for 3,000 beachie seats, 
to provide 1,500 seats on both 
the south and north sides of 
the stadium. Under the new 
plan, the south bleachers. will 
be increased to 2,000 seats. 

This. was the recommenda- 
tion of Superintendent Allan 
G, Smith at the recent Board 
meeting, when he explained 
that. Montclair High School 
will use the Upland stadium 
for all home games during its 
first two or three years of 
operation. The School District 
has adopted a policy where- 
by two high schools within 
the district will use a com- 
mon stadium until all other 
campus facilities are provided 
on a new campus. 

In voting to call for new 
bids on the stadium bleach- 


| ers, the Trustees voted to. ac- 


cept none of the bids sub- 
mitted for 3,000 bleacher 
seats. ' 

This’ action also removed 
the Trustees from a’ delicate 
situation, whereby the legality 
of the low bid submitted had 
been raised by the second low 
bidder, who also indicated 
suit would be brought against 
the District if the low bid 
were given the contract.
